These facts became known today in 
a semi-official communication issued 
here. 

The communication says that at 
plenary meeting of the executive com 
mittee and control commission of the 
Communist party, held on Friday, it 
was decided, aimost unanimously, first 
to invite Trotzky to effectively submi 
to party discipline; second, that his re- 
tention on the war council must be 
regarded as impossible, and, third, 
that the question of the further em- 
ployment of Trotzky on the executive 
committee be postponed until the next 


a 


party congress, with a warning that 
his continued disobedience would en- 
tall his removal from the political 


bureau and the executive committee. 
Regrets Non-Attendance 

According to the communication 
Trotzky wrote to the committee, re- 
gretting his inability, owing to his ill- 
ness, to attend its session, and declar- 
fing that he had kept silence in order 
to spare the Communist party. He vig- 
orously denied he favored reviving 
Leninism or that he belittled the role 
of Lenine. 

Trotaky added that he himself re- 
garded “Trotzkyism"” as ended, politic- 
ally, and said he had not foreseen that 
‘his book on the revolution would be 
madeé use of on the political platform. 
Negarding ‘he accusations against him 
of lack of discipline, Trotaky wrote: 

Ready for Task 
emphatically, that J am 
task, in any post, or out- 
side any post and under any control 
imposed by my party. It 
emphasize that, after recent 
sions, our cause necessitates that 
should be relieved of my post of 
dent of the revolutionary war council.” 

The resolutions adopted by the com- 
mission declared that Trotzky'’s a‘iti- 
Leninist views regarding the peasants 
constituted a special danger to the 
Communist party, as his attitude had 
undermined the confidence of the 
peasants in the Soviet policy.

FIVE REDUCTIONS 
IN PAST SIX YEARS 


Reduction Had Caused Unem- 
ployment is Claim—Effect| 
Very Widespread.- 


MONTREAL, Jan. 18—The fiscal 
policy advocated ‘by the Canadian 
Manufacturers’ Associution states tha 
protection should be maintained i 
the national interests and for the 
welfare of the people following all 
occupations; that the custoras tariff 
through which the protective system 
is chiefly operated ehould be only 
what is necessary to ensure that pro- 
duction as far as possible, and should 
be carried on in Canada rather than 
in other couttries, that tariff sche 
dules should be drafted after careful 
examination of the facts, and with 
the assistance of expert edvisors; 
that the tariff schedules should en- 
able Canada to bargain with other 
countries as they now bargain with 
one another; and that will furnish 
Canadian consumere with goods of 
high quality at reasonable prices. 

Committee Report 


The avove orystallizes the report 


bj the tariff committee of the Cama- 
dian Manufacturers’ Association, 
which has just been issued and 


adopted by the executive council, The 
report further expresses apprehen- 
sion regarding the possibility of the 
government making further reduc- 
thons in the tariff at the next session 
of parliament. That Canada has suf- 
fered no less thar, five tariff reduc- 
tions since the war, in 1919, 1920, 
1922, 1923 and 1924 is set out in the 
report which proceeds: 

“These tariff reductions caused un- 
employment, forced hundreds of 
thousands of Canadians to leave the 
dominions to seek work in the United 
States, caused failure of many manu- 
facturing concerns and reduced the 
operations of many others, with con- 
scquent unfavorable results to farm- 
banks and 


ers, merchants, railways, 
consumets,”’ 
Parliament is Asked 
Continuing, the report asks what 


will parliament do this year. “Will 
it continue the runious policy follow- 
ed since the war, or will it decide to 
follow the policy of sixty-five other 
countries which have greatly imcreas- 
ed their customs tariffe since 19187” 

The recent settlement with Ger- 
many, the eleciion of stable govern- 
ments in Great Britain. and the Unit- 
ed States, and other causes are im- 
proving conditions throughout the 
world. Reports indicate ‘better con- 
ditions in Britain, with indications 
of even more marked pgosperity in 
the United States than during the 
past four yeara. This prosperity 
should be shared {n by Canada, but 
that can only be if the right polices 
are adopted. 

Continuing, the repor deciares 
that if Canada had followed the ex- 
ample of the United States and raised 
{te tariff trade conditions in Carada 
during the past five years would pro- 
bably have been as satisfactory as in 
that country. With such a policy, the 
committee considers, Oanada would 
heave built up a foundation of pros- 
perity similar to that of the United 
Sates, and would be in a position to 
eecure a tmucl greater ehare in the 
world revival of trade than is pos- 
aible under present conditions.

the British commonwealth of nations, 
Premier W. L, Mackenzie King declar- 
ed last night in the course of a speech 
delivered at a complimentary banquet 
to E, R. BE. Chevrier. M.P. for Ottawa. 
Touching on Mr, Chevrier's recent visit 
to South Africa, and the similarity of 
the constitution of that country with 
that of Canada, the premier went on 
to say that Canadians generally would 
resent any revival of the annexation 
ery, or any taik of Canada's separation 
from the empire. Such a rumor had 
been given publicity In British news- 
papers of late and there was said to 
be “uneasiness’’ in Britain over the 
prospect. The Canadian people would 
resent and deplore any uncasiness on 
that score. 
The Cause of Report 

Mr. King said that Canada’s refusal 
to take offices in a British consulat> 
office building in New York had been 
used as a basis of a report that Can- 
ada was thinking of independence or 
annexation. The whole thing looked 
like a real estate speculation, seid the 
premier. He was of the opinion that 
opponents of the government, unable 
to fight the administration on policy, 
wae getting ready to raise the annex- 
ation cry over again. 

Discussing ‘nter-imperial relations, 
Premier King said that neither an im- 


perial federation nor an imperial 
council were practical. The present 
bystem, known as the commonwealth 


of British nations, was much more de- 
sirable. Twenty years ago, Sir Wilfrid 
Laurier was charged with separatist 
tendencies because he called the Brit- 
ish empire a “galaxy of nations,” After 
twenty years, Laurier's views were vin- 
dicated by the public utterances of 
His Majesty the King.

Calling Dr. Oscar Klotz, a master 
pathologist, Mr. McGillivray said that 
professor swore there had been a liv- 
ing fetus. and that the uterus lining 
had been removed within two hours 
of death. It was up to the jury to say 
who performed it. Dr. Klotz had been 
experimenting year by year on exudate 
and said so in the box, while Dr. Boyd, 
professor, giving evidence for defence, 
had told of two experiments on dogs, 
saying that he would not venture to 
read a paper to medica! societies about 
his experiments, had lectured the Jury, 
said crown counsel 

Boyd says he does not know if exu- 
date comes after such a “scraping,” so 
“you and I can put ourselves on same 
plane as Boyd,"’ continued counsel to 
Jury. Dr. Boyd having admitted ‘that 
theoretically I am right, why prac- 
tically am I wrong about it?” asked 
Mr .McQillivray. Dr. Boyd's experi- 
ments covered 24 hours; how far 
would that carry defence. when tt 
came to the time of operation, asked 
counsel, 

Ready to Marry 

Since Dawson stood ready to marry 
Pattie, he said it was absurd for the 
defence to suggest that the mother had 
done the illegal operation or scraping 
out for “two young people who should 
have been told to go and get married,” 
declared crown counsel. 

“Hislop had never asked the gir! 
what was wrong with her,” but “went 
out in ignorance and talks of curetage 
and of $125," and the jury could judge 
the “why” of the examination next 
day from results. 

“Don't you think that there are 
young men walking the streets who 
are giving part of their money to those 
who are willing to traffic in the lives 
of young women?” asked Mr. McGil- 
livray, suggesting that the jury could 
put their seal of disapproval on the 
traffic so that it might not be more 
rampant in the land than murder, 

Paying tributes to the learned coun- 
sel for defence, Messrs. Wallbridge and 
Robertson, Mr. McGillivray mada a 
peroration about the jury system being 
the bulwark of British justice. Preju- 
dice should find no place in the court 
and the accused should get every bene- 
fit of any reasonable doubt but the 
jury should not conjure up doubts to 
avoid giving a disagreeable verdict, be- 
cause of ‘“weak-kneed sympathy or 
mawkish sentiment,” concluded Mr. 
McGillivray. 

“This is an exceedingly 
case in which au unmarried 
the first blush of womanhood, happy 
in a love affair, comes to a tragic 
death,” said Mr. Justice Walsh in 
charging the jury—-an address which 
took an hour and a half. That the 
girl, finding herself in trouble, in or- 
der to escape discovery decided to 
submit herself to an operation and 
that the accused performed that ecp- 
eration and because of it the girl, a 
stenographer in a law office, care to 
her death—-such was the charge 
brought by the crown 

The justice cefined the law, duty 
of the jury and doctrine of reason- 
able doubt. Reading from the crim- 
inal code where it states that “an 
operation on a woman to bring about 
miscarriage’’ was a criminal offence, 
he explained a further clause, that It 
mattered not what condition was 
found upon operating. The only ex 
ception he knew of was when the op- 
eration was necessary to save the life 
of the mother. As it was not always 
possible jo prove intent of an act, 
the law assumed intent from results. 

Turning from law to facts, his 
lordship reviewed the evidence but 
reminded the jury that it was solely 
their duty to render the verdict and 
to him alone left matters of law 
which he had defined 

“After listening to the evidence all 
week, it would be hardly possible not 
to have formed some opinion as to 
the guilt or innocence of the accused. 
It would be idle to say I am abso- 
jutely without opinion but my sincere 
desire is not to influence you one way 
or the other—dont’ pay any atten- 
tion to it,’ continued Mr. Justice 
Walsh. “This is the kind of case in 
which I reverently thank God for o 
jury—the strain would be too much 
for one man; you have tho advant- 
age of consulting among yourselves 
as the case pros: esses. 

Facts of Case 

“fhe facts of this case are practi- 
cally indisputable so the inquiry is 
limited essentially to what took place 
in that room of the Walker house in 
one hour and « half, There are only 
two lIiving witnesses, so if they speak 


pathetic 


the truth, then this man is absolutely 


innocent,” 
The self-interest of the accused and 


of Mrs. Walker were then discussed by 
the Justice with relation lo evidence. 
“Upon the results of the trial for the 
accused depended not only his liberty 
but the whole of his carthly life, It 
Dawson made himse!f a party he 
could be brought under the Criminal 
Codo, so he too had self-interest. I 
cannot see that Mrs. Morimer had any 
self-interest--she was a patient and 
nothing more-—her story, if true, gives 
some corroboration.” 

Dr. Tatham's evidence that respira- 
tion troubles of chloroform poisoning 
came usually in the “early stages" of 
anasthesia gave strength to the argu- 
ment that choloroform had not been 
administered long before death. The 
Justice also recalled to the jury the 
evidence of Mrs, Mortimer, the pa- 
tient, that she had heard footsteps in 
the room about 11.80, at which time 
Dr. Hislop swore he began to admin- 
ister chloroform.

Justice Walsh praised counsel for 

the conduct of the difficult case, and 
sald there couid be no question of pre- 
judice on the part of the able provin- 
cial pathologists who were in no sense 
rivals of Dr. Hislop and it was idle to 
sey that Dr. Klotz or Dr. Boyd was 
actuated by any but the highest 
motives. 
| There had been no suggestion in 
court of anyone other than Dawson, 
who admitted it, having had any close 
relationship with deceased. 

His lordship stated that the crown 
had not predicated the charge of man- 
slaughter upon carelessness but upon 
the second count. If no operation. 
then accused was “not guilty’ on both 
counts, but if an operation, guilty on 
second count. 

As to chloroform, no matter now 
skillfully or unskilfully it may have 
been administered, if the jury from the 
evidence heid it was an essential part 
of operation of curetage, then in fact 
and_in law, the death resulted from 
the performance of that unlawful act 
and the accused gullty of first count 
also, If not satisfied death resulted 
from the unlawful act, then he is en- 
titled to the benefit of the doubt and 
not guilty of that count, manslaughter. 

The jury retired at six o'clock and 
Mr. Wallbridge made representations 
that certain points tn favor of accused 
were overlooked and Justice Walsh 
recalled them for further instruction 
on the evidence which added to the 
hopes of defence.

Outlining the strikers’ position with 
regard to the present subway dispute 
the action taken by the Trades and 
Labor Council, the City Council, and 
others endeavoring ‘io effect a settla- 
ment, exhaustive statements explain- 
ing labor’s point of view in the matter 
were made at a public meeting held in 
the Empress theatre last night. 

A. Farmilo, President of Trades and 
Labor Council, dealt particularly with 
the situation as it existed at present 
and declared that in view of the pre- 
valent unempleyment, the co-opera- 
tion shown between the strikers and 
the unemployed has been an outstand- 
ing feature of the dispute. A rate of 
26 or 80 cents an hour for this work, 
he said, was fifteen or twenty cents 
less than that laid down for girl as- 
sistants in local stores by the Mini- 
mum Wage Act 

Labor Aldermen.and officials of the 
local trades organization, had fore- 
seen this situation, declared Aldermar 
D. K. Knott, and had endeavored to 
obtain the inclusion of the city’s fair 
wage clause in the agreement with the 
C.N.R. last August Mr. Knott was 
of the opinion that the menshad done 
good service by refusing to %work for 
such small pittance. 


Ald. Vindlay Speaks. 

In giving an outline of early nego- 
tiations between the City and the C. 
N. R., Alderman J. Findlay said that 
the Labor minority on the Council had 
strenuously opposed the completion of 
the agreement unless the fair wage 
clause as adopted .\by the city was to 
be included. C.N.R. officials and legal 
advisers of the railway company, how- 
ever, had assured the Council that the 
wage clause used by the company 
served the same purpose as that re- 
commended by the City, and Labor 
members were eventually out-voted. 

J. J. McCormack, secretary of the 
Trades and Labor Council, said that 
citizens had supported the necessary 
by-laws connected with the subway 
construction work, on the understand- 
ing that the rate of wages paid by the 
city on all its work, was to be paid in 
this instance. He said that the dif- 
ference between the rate paid by Mr. 
McManus, the contractor, and the 
city’s rate, was going into the con- 
tractor's pocket, and was of no bene- 
fit to the ratepayers. A rate of 45 
cents an hour, he said, had been paid 
to all laborers employed by the city 
on all preliminary work in connection 
with tho contract. 

Asking for the support of all work- 
ers in this matter, Carl Berg, organ- 
izer of the strike and the men's repre- 
seniative, declared that the outcome 
of the strike would affect all future 
work under the agreement with (the 
C.N.R. He declared that it was the 
duty of the workers to protect those 
contractors who were prepared, and 
expected to pay the city’s fair wae 
to laborers. Local contractors, he said. 
had tendered on the presumption that 
45 cents an hour was to be paid to the 
men, and if C. U. McManus was suc- 
cessful in this fight, they would never 
get contracts in future unless they 
were also able to beat down the work- 
nen.

With the income from these sources, which 
now goes into the provincial treasury, the council 
could get along without devising new schemes to 
extract more money from the taxpayers of the 
city. While the Government, has in the past 
refused to relinquish these sources of revenue, the 
situation has been altered by the introduction of 
the liquor sales system and the Ministers may now 
be in a more reasonable frame of mind. It is only 
weakening the city’s case in demanding this un- 
doubted right to suggest that instead of surren- 
dering the amusement and other taxes already 
existing the Ministers might impose some more 
taxation schemes on the already over-burdened 
public.
